Joseph Lee Week is observed in 
fionor of Joseph Lee, the father 
of American recreation. He loved 
children and his fellow-men and 
he labored throughout his lifetime 
for their welfare in the fields of 
recreation, education, philanthropy, 
social service and legislation. He 
wished everyone to know some- 
thing of the rich joy and satisfac- 


fion that he tenjoyed in leisure 
lime. 
“As a youth and into his late 


years he liked to sing, dance, box, 
fish; hike, skate, and sail a boat 
—his interests were greatly diver- 
: He loyed companionship 
4s well as solitude. In a word, he 
loved life and wanted to see others 
enjoy it too. From the first play- 
ground in our country, opened in 
Boston in 1900 largely through his 
eiforts, the great network of play- 
grounds and recreation centers now 
stretching across our _ continent 
owes a great deal to Joseph Lee. 
Born of wealthy Boston parents, 
he was educated at Phillips Exeter 
Academy and at Harvard Univer- 
sity, and entered the practice of 
law. He was president of the Na- 
tional Recreation association (1910- 








1937) and was awarded an honor- 
ary degree from Harvard.- For his 
services as President of War Camp 
Community Service in World Wat 
I, he was awarded the Distinguish- 
td Service Medal. The latest hon- 
or to be bestowed on him (Novem- 
ber 1944)—the Liberty ship, 
‘Joseph Lee”, bears his name 
proudly upon her prow-seems espe- 
tially fitting. The recommendation 
Was made by his friends. He loy- 
td the sea and was a descendant of 
Sta captains.

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‘New Ration 
Stamps Valid 
On August Ist 


Five more red stamps and five 
more blue stamps, all in Ration 
Book Four, will be made good for 
the purchase of rationed foods on 
Wednesday, August 1, the Office 
of Price Administration announced 
today, 

Each of the stamps will be worth 
10 points, making a total of 50 red 
points which are being made good 
for the purchase of rationed meats, 
butter, margarine, cheeses, lard, 
shortening, and salad and cooking 
oils, and 50 blue points good for 
the purchase of rationed processed 
foods. 

The new stafmps, all to be good 
through November 30, are: 


Red—for meats—fats—Fl, Gl, 
H1, Jl, and K1. 
Blue—for processed foods—P1, 


Ql, R1, Sl, and T1. 

The following stamps, made good 
in previous months, also may ‘be 
used in the purchase of rationed 
foods during August—red stamps 
Q2 to Z2, Al to El. Blue stamps |; 
Y2, Z2, Al to N1. 

Four sets of both the 
blue food stamps are good during 
each rationing period. Each set is 
good for four months, the first set 
being retired when the fifth set 
becomes good. Stamps being re- 
tired this month red stamps 
X2 through P2, and blue stamps T2 
through X2, which will not be good 
after July 31. 

Sugar Stamp 36, in War Ration 
Book Four, will continue good for 
five pounds of sugar through Aug- 
ust 31,
